Instead of confessing he answered the 
call of the gentlemen with a musket, 
and wounded ono of them in tho arm. 
The gentlemen then returned to For- 
bin'a store and threatened to shoot the 
negro loft tied there. 
Mr. Forbin asks 


ed them not to shoot, and the gentlemen 
then threatcnod to shoot Forbin, That 
settled it, 
Forbin left the store and the 


white gentlemen took the negro out and 
shot him, in the true chivalrous style of 
tho country. 


The Shrcveport Times actually con- 


demns the action of tho white gentle- 
men and trusts that the civil authori- 
ties will endeavor to arrest and bring 
the assassins to justice, and gives an un- 
usual reason for this strange tiust and 
belief.
